boast of twenty-five years ago. “The
poor creature has just died, and the sad
story of his life may prove instructive
to the rising generation.

Grorae W. GayLE was born in Dal-
las county, Ala., of wealthy and influ-
ential parents, He was given all the
educational advantages that money

ted to the bar at Cahaba, and such was
the force and brillianey of his intellect
that he soon ranked in the front of his
profession. GAYLE was to Alsbama
what meteoric Dicik MeNPEE wis to
Kentucky.  Adulationsoon spoiled him
however, and in five years after he
made his brilliant debut he was a drunk-
ard. He soon squandered his portion
of the estate left by his father, and for
twenty years hos been the eccentric vag-
abond of Cahaba, the object to which
it would point the stranger as its
“wrecked genius.” His board was paid
and he was clothed by his relatives. —
At the time he published the advertise-
ment offering 81,000,000 reward for the
assassination of LixcoLy he was not
worth a penny to his name. As soon
as the war closed the editorsof the Ca-
haba Gazette were arrested for having
published the advertisement. In their
examination it was found that Gayie
was the author of it. He was arrested
and hurried off to Fortress Monroe,
where he was confined about fifteen
meonthe, and, after he became partially
paralyzed in his lower limbs, through
the intercession of his wife who had
clung to him through all the years of
his degradation witha devotion of which
a loving woman alone i capable, was
released by President Jomxsox. On
the 5th instant this unfortune creatare
died at Selma, adding one more to the
countless host of those born to be lead-
ers of men, but who have become the
slaves of base appefite, and gone down
to their graves the squalid and repulsive
prey of intemperance.
